DAI JACKSON: Okay. Urn. Then--as best as 

you recall, from the shooting on April 7th of this 
year at approximately 09:55 hours, can you tell me 
what you saw? What you were doing just prior to 
what you saw and what the immediate aftermath. 



|: Yes. I was, urn, exactly 


sitting in that chair next to the middle window of 
the main room in my apartment and I heard, "Get on 
the ground." And that was the first thing I heard, 
uh, of this whole incident. And, urn, I feel I 
should give you the background that, urn, I've lived 
here for 14 years and, I mean, almost daily we hear 
a lot of stuff out there that is not normal in 
residential areas [some find]. But, urn, this 
sounded especially aggressive. 
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DAI JACKSON: Okay. 

: And so I got up and I went to 
my southernmost window. And I--looked out. And by 
then I heard a second, "Get on the ground." I 
could see two police officers, uh, I can show you 
exactly where. Inching their way forward. One 
with their rifle drawn. The other with his hand on 
his hip, pointing, uh, the--the gentleman with the 
rifle had his rifle pointed toward, urn, Luis who we 
always referred to as "the Soccer Man". 

DAI JACKSON: Okay. 

Urn, he was--Luis was a regular 
fixture here. We knew he lived in the encampment. 
And we considered him to be a harmless homeless 
person, urn, as opposed to some guys out there are 
kind of up to no good. 

DAI JACKSON: Yeah. 

Uh--bike chop shop guys and 
drug dealers and things like that but we recognized 
Luis and we had interacted with him. 

DAI JACKSON: Okay. 

And, urn, he was there sitting 
on the ground, uh, with his back against the 
garage door, the northernmost door. His, uh, knees 
were up. His arms were down. And his head was 
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down and he was visibly shaking. 

DAI JACKSON: Now, I'm going to pause you 

real quick now.

DAI JACKSON: So you say his knees were up, 

was it--so both knees, uh, pointed skyward? 

: That's right. 

DAI JACKSON: And his arms were wrapped in 

front of him? 

: You know, urn, I--I think they 
were kind of down, like I know he--his body 
language was like this. I don't know if his arms 
were wrapped or just kind of down.

say sitting at the northern door of^^^H. Was he 
against the roll-up door, against the--I think it's 
a brown painted portion of the wall-- 

Yeah. 

DAI JACKSON: Or against the--kind of, uh--I 

don't know-- 

The terracotta colored-- 

DAI JACKSON: Terracotta colored. 

I mean, I kind--I remember him 
being against the door but he could have been as 
far onto the building as that edge kind of, urn, the 
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first dark-brown part but not the building proper 
at all. 

DAI JACKSON: Okay. 

And--and, um, like we saw him 

there all the time. 

DAI JACKSON: Okay. 

So maybe that s why I m 

remembering the exact place. But I feel like he 
was against the door itself. 

DAI JACKSON: Okay. 

mil Yeah. 

DAI JACKSON: All right. Um. So you heard 

the officers yell, "Get on the--get on the ground" 
several times and in an aggressive tone? 

Hm - hmm 

DAI JACKSON: Um. What is the next thing? 

So then, um, one of--the 

officer with the rifle shot out, uh, two bean bags. 
DAI JACKSON: Okay. 

And Luis started getting up, 
kind of, uh, re--recoiling from them. And then as 
he was standing, the other officer drew his pistol 
and started, um, shooting. And the reason I know 
that, um, they were shooting at the same time is 
because I've, um, working in the HHHHHHi 
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for about 15 years and I'm very 


familiar with what live fire versus like they use 
rubber bullets there. 

DAI JACKSON: Hm-hmm. 



But I was like, "Oh, they're 


shooting with something different." And at first I 
didn't recognize the bean bags. I've never seen 
that. But I was like, "Oh, those balloon-y things." 
But that's how I know when the pistol, urn, started, 
because I can recognize the difference. So two 
bean bags and then at the same time the bean bag 
guy and the pistol guy were shooting. So Luis was- 
-walking--not really walking. Like stumbling, 
recoiling. He was--from the time he started 
moving, getting his body up, he was being shot. So 
it seemed to me like he was always trying to get 
his balance and he was recoiling and stumbling. 

DAI JACKSON: Okay. 



He started to go toward the 


street. And as he was going toward the street, 
that's when I saw the knife fall off his body. And 
the reason I say "fall off his body" is I never saw 
it in his hand. Urn. And I never saw him with a 
knife before. We saw this guy every day. So I

thought to myself, oh, he had a knife. And then he 
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started to go diagonal until he fell at the, uh, 
school crossing sign. 

DAI JACKSON: Okay. 

Yeah. Excuse would 

you mind, urn, turning my email off. I hear the 
ringing. Thanks so much. Okay. 

DAI JACKSON: Okay. The--so you have Luis, 

uh, getting from a seated position. 

Hm - hmm.

rounds of fire.

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from his back it was like spurting. But here in 
the--in his gut area and his torso, it was like-- 
you could tell he was hit and it was just getting 
dark.

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was--where the I.D. marker was, was that in the 
general direction--and I know it's hard-- 

|: Yeah. 

DAI JACKSON: And I know you--can you--no one 

can say for 100 percent sure because you weren't 
focused on that. But does it appear, the best you 
recall, that the knife was in the general area 
where you saw it bouncing. 

I Absolutely. Because he at that 
point was going toward the street and the knife 
came out of what I--what looked to me like the left 
side of his body. And bounced toward the street. 

DAI JACKSON: Okay. 

Yeah. I could see it coming-- 
didn't fall behind him. Didn't fall--like slide 
down his body. It was like propelled. 

DAI JACKSON: Okay. Now--uh--when all this 

began--I'm going to go back to the beginning. When 
all this began, and when the officers are yelling 
commands at Luis, did you ever hear him respond? 

No. And I believe he did not 
respond because I--I heard, "Get on the ground," 
and by the time I got to the window it was the 
second "get on the ground". And so you can listen 
on the video yourself what that amount of time is 
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between those two things. But it's pretty quick. 
And I was looking at him. And I never saw him look 
up. I never saw him address them or anything. The 
time I saw his face was when he got up and he was 
already being shot and he was kind of flailing 
toward the street. So I never saw him say 
something to them. 

DAI JACKSON: Did the--did you ever see Luis 

raise his hand, uh, to show them that he had the 
knife? 


I No. And no one's ever gonna 
convince that he rushed toward them with a knife 
and he did anything to, urn, to make them feel like 
he was going to attack them. Absolutely not. 

DAI JACKSON: Okay. Urn. 

This I'm confident of. 

INSP. MOBLEY: Hm-hmm. Good. 

DAI JACKSON: Um. Let's see. 

You guys, he didn't do it. He 
was--he was like a--soft guy out there. He was 
just a guy who--you know, couldn't hang in society.

Or--like I think 
he wanted to--uh, it was hard for him to believe.
